One big natural advantage the sur- 
geon has in this procedure is this: It 
is always the front part of the ver- 


.jtebra that is diseased, because this 


portion consists largely of spongy 
bone tissue. Since it is necessary to 
fit the bone splint into healthy port- 
ions of the vertebrae this is easily 
done on the spinous processes (the 
knobs that can be felt just under the 
skin) which are rarely diseased 

A groove is chiselled in the end of 
these processes, just large enough to 
accommodate the strip taken from the 
patient’s shin-bone This is held snugly 
ir place with bone pegs or sterile 
sutures By the end of three to nine 


vertebrae creating one solid’ bone 

Naturally there is no motion pos- 
sible between the fused vertebrae 
which is precisely the purpose of the 
operation. But nature again comes to 
our rescue by increasing the mobility 
|of the segments above and below the 
| fused area of the spine. Many of these 
‘patients can later flex the spin to a 
| degree that enables them to touch the 
‘fioor with their hands without bend-

SUSPECTING TUBERCULOSIS 


Perhaps to most persons a suspicion 
of tuberculosis means cough sputum 
the raising of blood, and pain in the 


chest These are indeed signs of tuber } 


culosis Blood spitting should always 
be considered as due to tuberculosis 
until-it is proved otherwise We may 
say that the person who raises some 
biood early in the disease is fortunate 
because this frightens him and sends 
him to his physician. However. the 
signs mentioned above are what occur 
when the disease is well established, 
and what we should know are the 
signs and symptoms that occur earlier 
than this 

It is not our intention to attempt to 
describe all the earliest signs which 
would make one suspicious of tuber- 
culosis but rather to point out one or 
two of the commonest, which should 
te known to all. and the presence of 
which should send them to their phy- 
sician for examination to find out 
whether or not there is any actual dis 
ease 

The most important of these early 
suspicious signs is the most difficult 
to define. It is chronic fatigue undue 
fatigue, causing the individual to tire 
easily The person who finds that he 
is regularly tired from work which 
actually does not fatigue him, that 
be is tired every afternoon that every 
thing is an effort should have a med- 
ical examination 

Any cough lasting over six weeks 
should suggest medical examination 

If these two signs were considered 
by all as danger signals which would 
turn them towards their doctor’s 
tice there would be fewer cases of tub 
erculosis that are far advanced when 
the physician first sees them 

Not everyone with these symptoms 
hes tuberculosis but some have and 
the only way in which one can pro- 
tect himself is by having a thorough 
medical examination to ascertain the 
cause in any particular case, and, if 


it is tuberculosis to secure early treat |. 


ment which offers the best chance for 
cure ;
